FOREWORD 


Alexandria  continues  to  grow,  expecially  our  school-age 
population.  Increased  State  funding  for  the  school  district 
helped  offset  the  cost  in  1997,  but  there  is  no  hiding  from  the 
increased  costs  of  education. 

Friends  and  parents  of  the  Village  School  raised  funds  and 
installed  playground  equipment  at  the  school. 

The  most  famous  landmark  in  Alexandria,  the  Ledges,  became  the 
property  of  the  Town  in  1997.  The  gift,  with  the  restriction 
that  there  never  be  development,  was  received  from  Charles 
Greenwood . 

There  is  continued  activity  in  the  Town  Village.  The  steeple 
repair  and  driveway  improvements  at  the  Church  have  restored  the 
quaintness  associated  with  New  England  towns. 

The  Alexandria  Historical  Society  was  granted  a  3-year  lease  on 
the  former  Tucker  property  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent 
location  for  the  display  and  exhibit  of  Town  history. 

On  the  financial  front,  economics  finally  caught  up  to  us. 
Through  a  combination  of  growth,  inflation  and  some  mechanical 
troubles,  the  Town  was  about  2%  over  budget.  This  was  the  first 
budget  overrun  in  four  years.   Trying  to  keep  the  budget  to  the 
minimum  doesn't  allow  a  lot  of  room  for  breakdowns. 

As  we  approach  the  millenium,  the  changes  will  come  faster. 
Being  able  to  stay  ahead  of  the  changes  will  be  a  major 
accomplishment.

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INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  Town  officials.  Our  responsibility  is  to 
express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements 
based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
Town  officials,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general 
purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our 
audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  financial 
statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  which 
should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in 
the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues 
of  $397,074.  in  the  General  Fund  which  were  not  received  in  cash 
within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials 
believe,  and  we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this  accounting 
principle,  which  would  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  undesignated 
General  Fund  balance  from  $376,763.  to  ($20,311. )  would  give  a 
misleading  impression  of  the  Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current 
and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  third 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
in  the  first  paragraph  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire 
as  of  December  31,  1996,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and 
the  cash  flows  of  its  non-expendable  trust  funds  for  the  year 
then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

Our  audit  was  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The 
combining  financial  statement  and  schedules  listed  in  the  table 
of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

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1997  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
ROAD  AGENT  REPORT 

I'd  like  to  start  by  thanking  the  many  people  that  helped 
during  the  most  recent  ice  storm  of  1998.  Without  the  help  of 
many  people,  the  Highway  crew  and  myself  would  have  had  a  most 
difficult  time.  It  is  nice  to  know  in  such  a  time  of  crisis 
that  we  have  your  help  and  understanding.  Thank  you  all. 

We  started  off  the  winter  season  with  an  average  amount  of 
snowfall  and  had  no  major  problems.  Just  the  usual  plowing  and 
sanding.  We  did  have  several  freezing  rain  storms  but  nothing 
too  severe,  so  the  sand  pile  held  up  well.  With  an  extra 
employee  this  year,  were  were  able  to  keep  up  with  most  of  the 
storms  with  no  difficulties. 

This  spring  season,  we  started  on  the  Cass  Mill  Road  and 
Thissell  Road  paving  projects.   First  we  replaced  16  sets  of 
culverts  on  the  Cass  Mill  Road  aind  4  sets  of  culverts  on  the 
Thissell  Road.  Next  we  subcontracted  the  asphalt  reclamation, 
compaction,  fine  grading  and  paving  to  the  G.M.I.  Asphalt  Corp. 
of  Gilford  NH.  This  is  the  same  company  that's  done  the  paving 
in  Town  for  the  last  3  years.  After  the  old  pavement  was  ground 
up  by  reclaimers,  we  had  J.  P.  Morrison  Construction  of  Bristol 
NH  haul  in  2200  cubic  yards  of  crushed  gravel  onto  the  Cass  Mill 
Road,  which  raised  the  base  by  about  4  inches.  On  the  Thissell 
Road,  they  added  800  cubic  yards  of  crushed  gravel,  which  raised 
that  base  by  almost  6  inches.  With  the  new  gravel  on  top  of  the 
reclaimed  asphalt,  it  will  give  the  new  pavement  a  longer 
service  life.  After  the  new  gravel  was  added,  it  was  watered 
and  then  compacted  with  a  25-ton  vibratory  roller.  Then  the  new 
gravel  base  was  fine  graded  and  compacted  again  before  the 
asphalt  pavement  was  laid  in  place.  G.M.I.  Asphalt  Corp.  used  a 
single  course  mix,  laid  in  at  3  inches,  then  compacted  to  2 
inches  for  the  new  wear  surface.  Five  to  10  years  down  the 
road,  all  these  roads  will  need  another  1-inch  layer  of  pavement 
to  make  the  road  surface  stronger.  I  feel  that  the  Cass  Mill 
Road  and  Thissell  Road  projects  came  out  very  well. 

Next  year's  plan  is  to  finish  the  Cass  Mill  Road,  then 
start  on  Mt.  Cardigan  Road  by  the  village.  Our  plan  is  to  do 
the  same  as  we  have  done  on  Cass  Mill  Road;  reclaim  the  old 
asphalt  base,  add  new  gravel,  change  all  the  drainage  pipes,  and 
pave  with  a  2-inch  asphalt  base.  Cass  Mill  Road  has  about  2900 
lineal  feet  left  to  repave  and  we  would  like  to  repave  3500 
lineal  feet  on  Mt.  Cardigan  Road.  This  leaves  about  5  miles  of 
paved  roads  left  that  need  major  repair.  They  include  Mt. 
Cardigan  Road,  Brook  Road  and  sections  of  Fowler  River  Road. 
The  price  of  asphalt  is  expected  to  increase  by  10  to  15  percent 
by  next  year.  This  will  make  these  repaving  projects  much  more 
expensive  in  the  years  to  come. 
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1997  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
ROAD  AGENT  REPORT  -  continued 

During  the  summer  and  fall  months,  we  did  our  usual  road 
maintenance.  We  put  out  about  4000  cubic  yards  of  crushed 
gravel  on  various  gravel  roads  in  Town.  We  stockpiled  about 
4500  cubic  yards  of  winter  sand  on  the  Bog  Road  for  the 
1997-1998  winter  season.  We  cold-patched  potholes  with  about 
400  tons  of  cold-patch.  We  graded  most  gravel  roads  at  least  4 
times  each  throughout  the  year.  We  did  ditching  on  most  of  the 
paved  roads  in  Town  and  cleaned  out  all  the  culverts  at  least 
twice.  We  serviced  all  of  our  equipment  ourselves.  Also  this 
year,  we  started  cutting  brush  on  a  lot  of  the  roads  to  improve 
visibility  for  safety.  We  did  do  more  road  maintenance;  but  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  this  report. 

Throughout  the  year,  we  had  a  few  major  breakdowns.  We  had 
to  replace  a  sander  in  one  of  the  L-8000  dump  trucks.  Later  in 
the  year,  we  had  an  engine  failure  in  the  oldest  L-8000  dump 
truck.  The  Highway  Department  crew  replaced  the  engine  with  a 
new  engine  from  Ford  Motor  Co.   It  was  less  expensive  to 
replace,  rather  than  to  rebuild,  the  old  engine.  Late  this 
fall,  the  transmission  in  the  Caterpillar  backhoe  failed.   This 
repair  had  to  be  done  by  Southworth-Milton  Caterpillar  in 
Hopkington  NH.  The  Highway  Department  didn't  have  the  tools  or 
equipment  to  do  the  job  safely  or  correctly.  With  these  major 
breakdowns  in  one  year,  it  put  a  large  strain  on  the  overall 
operating  budget  for  the  Highway  Department. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who 
complimented  us  on  the  work  that  we  have  done.  These  people 
make  the  Highway  Department  crew  feel  appreciated  with  the  work 
they  do  for  the  Town.  Most  of  all,  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Highway  crew  for  doing  an  outstanding  job  this  year.

1997  has  been  a  very  eventful  year  for  the  Alexandria  Police 
Department.  The  number  of  calls  have  been  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  nature  of  the  calls  has  changed.  The  juvenile 
and  domestic  problems  have  increased.  The  time  needed  for  these 
types  of  calls  is  very  lengthy  and  demanding. 

The  new  all-purpose  vehicle  the  Town  purchased  was  put  into 
service  in  June  of  1997.  We  were  very  fortunate  that  the 
majority  of  the  equipment  that  was  in  the  old  cruiser  was  usable 
for  this  new  vehicle.  This  saved  the  Townspeople  a  considerable 
amount  of  money.  An  Open  House  was  held  for  everyone  to  view 
the  vehicle  and  ask  any  questions  that  they  needed. 

In  September  of  1997,  Robert  Gilmore  resigned  as  a  patrolman  for 
the  Town,  as  he  wanted  to  devote  more  time  to  his  college 
curriculum.  Being  a  patrolman  for  the  Town  of  Alexandria  is  a 
very  demanding  job.  We  may  be  part-time  officers,  but  we  are 
subject  to  calls  24  hours  a  day.  We  do  our  best  to  respond  to 
these  calls  to  the  best  of  our  abilities.

In  November  of  1997,  Wallace  Dawson  completed  the  Police 
Standards  and  Training  classes  required  to  be  a  part-time 
officer.  Mr.  Dawson  completed  these  classes  with  excellent 
grades,  and  I  am  sure  will  prove  to  be  an  asset  to  the  Town  of 
Alexandria,  as  he  is  a  resident  and  taxpayer  in  this  Town  and 
appreciates  the  time  and  expense  that  we,  the  people  of  the 
Town,  put  into  our  Police  Department.  Welcome  to  officer 
Wallace  Dawson. 

As  the  elected  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  I 
have  put  my  best  effort  into  meeting  the  standards  and 
expectations  that  you,  the  people  of  the  Town,  have  expected  of 
me.

TO  REPORT  A  FIRE  OR  MEDICAL  EMERGENCY  DIAL  911 


Give  the  dispatcher  the  exact  address  location  of  the  fire  or 
medical  emergency  and,  v^en  possible,  stay  on  the  telephone  so 
that  further  information  can  be  obtained.  Free  911  stickers  are 
available  upon  request. 

The  AVFD  has  continued  to  remain  a  strong  all-volunteer 
department  serving  out  community  with  fire  protection  and 
related  services.  We  continue  to  grow  aind  meet  today's 
increasing  challenges  and  problems  while  keeping  pace  with 
changing  technology  and  other  mandated  practices.  There  are  new 
protocols  and  certifications,  all  vdiich  increase  the  demands  on 
the  Fire  Department  as  a  whole  and  effect  the  individual  members 
in  regard  to  their  time,  commitment,  interests,  special  talents, 
family  life  and  job.  We  are  a  special  breed  driven  to  volunteer 
and  do  so  for  no  pay.  There  is  no  payroll  here. 

We  have  expanded  our  role  into  the  field  of  emergency  medical 
services  (EMS).  In  September,  the  AVFD  became  licensed  under 
RSA  151-B  and,  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  N.  H. 
Department  of  Health  &  Human  Services,  to  operate  as  a 
non-transport  "First  Responder"  emergency  medical  service 
provider  in  the  Town  of  Alexandria.  The  AVFD  has  now  acquired 
the  necessary  basic  equipment  and  several  members  have  recently 
completed  a  First  Responder  Course,  and  one  member  also 
completed  an  EMT  Course.  The  AVFD  plans  to  continue  to  upgrade 
and  increase  our  readiness  and  medical  equipment  in  this 
important  service. 

More  recently  the  AVFD,  in  cooperation  with  the  AVFD  Auxiliary, 
purchased  $4,000.  worth  of  new  equipment  on  a  cost-matching 
50/50  basis.  The  equipment  includes  two  new  cold-water  rescue 
suits  plus  assorted  safety  lines  and  life  preservers.  Other 
equipment  includes  three  new  attack  nozzles  with  pistol  grips 
and  variable  gallonage  flow  rates  and  one  foam-tube  nozzle 
attachment  that  can  be  used  on  them.  In  addition,  a  foam 
inductor  appliance  was  purchased  with  adjustable  percentage 
ratio  capabilities.  A  gated  pressure  relief  valve  for  a  large 
diameter  hose  was  also  acquired  to  allow  our  pumper  to  receive  a 
large  diameter  hose  line  directly  into  the  pump  safely.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to 
find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17, 
the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to 
$2,000.  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for 
all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest 
Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have 
any  questions,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 
There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers 
with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement. 
The  1997  fire  season  was  a  safe  period  for  wildland  firefighters 
with  no  major  injuries  reported.  The  drought  conditions 
experienced  during  the  early  summer  months  was  a  significant 
factor  in  the  total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2 
mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early 
detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response 
from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in 
controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of 
property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

In  reviewing  the  latest  revenue  figures,  and  with  a  strong 
desire  to  continue  to  provide  the  high  level  of  service  at  the 
present  funding  levels,  I  feel  comfortable  in  recommending  the 
following  1998  budget  scenario  for  the  EMS  operation. 

The  following  chart  reflects  the  projected  allocation  of  the 
unfunded  liability  to  the  member  towns  based  on  the  following 
assumptions: 

The  proposed  1998  EMS  Operating  Budget  funded  at  $175,910. 

Assume  23%  of  EMS  runs  generate  no  revenues;  10%  of 

collected  fees  paid  to  Comstar  as  collection  expense. 

Revenues  from  direct  payments  projected  to  be  $145,000. 
(550  runs  x  $380.  per  run  x  77%  x  90%  =  $145,000.).

The  Bristol  Community  Center  has  seen  many  changes  during  1997. 
A  new  Director  and  Assistant  Director,  new  handicap-accessible 
bathroom  and  new  kitchen  appliances  are  among  a  few  of  them. 

Leslie  Dion  was  named  the  new  Director  of  Recreation  at  the  BCC 
in  January  of  1997.  Dan  MacLean  was  hired  as  the  Assistant 
Director  and  began  full  time  in  June  upon  graduation  from  U.N.H. 
Dan  has  worked  in  the  BCC  summer  program  for  8  years  and  brings 
his  enthusiasm  and  recreational  expertise  to  our  program. 

We  owe  Freudenberg  NOK  a  huge  thank  you  for  our  new  kitchen 
appliances.  Through  their  generosity  the  BCC's  kitchen  has  two 
new  stoves,  a  refrigerator,  washer  and  dryer,  and  a  fresh  coat 
of  paint.   Those  who  have  worked  during  our  annual  Apple 
Festival  or  on  dinners  will  share  in  our  gratitude  to 
Freudenberg  NOK. 

Alexandria  residents  participated  in  many  programs  offered 
during  1997.  They  included  aerobics,  archery,  baseball, 
basketball,  dances.  Teen  Open  House,  karate.  Open  House,  senior 
league  baseball  and  softball,  umpire  clinics,  badminton.  Boy 
Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Tot  Time,  SHARE,  swimming  lessons.  Arts  in 
Motion,  volleyball,  art  classes,  adult  basketball  summer  camps. 
Ghost  Walk,  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  Father  &  Daughter  Valentines  Dance, 
Haunted  Hike,  soccer,  gymnastics.  Hang  Time  hoop  camp,  TOPS,  Tai 
Chi,  craft  classes  and  Celtics  and  Red  Sox  trips. 

A  new  program  offered  this  year  was  the  Kindergarten  basketball 
program  for  children  ages  5  or  in  Kindergarten.   It  is  a  fun  and 
instructional  program  and  was  well  attended  in  its  first  year. 
Another  new  program  this  year  is  Beginner  Gymnastics  for  ages  3 
and  up.  We  have  purchased  a  balance  beam  and  mats  and  offered 
six  classes  per  week.  Our  hope  is  to  add  a  piece  of  equipment 
each  year. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Newfound  Area  School  District  for  their 
continued  support  of  the  BCC  and  its  programs.  Many  of  our 
programs  and  practices  are  scheduled  outside  of  the  BCC  in  the 
local  schools.  We  appreciate  their  understanding  of  the 
importance  of  recreation  to  the  Newfound  community  and  their 
willingness  to  open  up  the  buildings  for  us.  Our  basketball 
program  has  grown  to  240  participants,  which  is  double  what  it 
was  in  1993.  We  would  never  be  able  to  accommodate  these 
numbers  without  the  additional  use  of  the  schools.

Our  summer  camp  program  has  also  grovm  over  the  past  few  years. 
We  serve  over  100  children  each  week  at  our  summer  camp.  The 
program  is  offered  for  children  grades  1-8  and  we  are  forced 
to  turn  many  away,  as  the  sessions  fill  so  quickly.  Some  of  the 
places  visited  by  the  camps  are  Mount  Washington,  Whales  Tale, 
Clark's  Trained  Bears,  Wallis  Sands  State  Beach,  canoe  camping 
on  the  Saco  River,  camping  on  Belle  Island,  Canobie  Lake  Park 
and  the  Christa  McAuliffe  Planetarium.  We  thank  the  Bristol 
Rotary  Club  for  providing  $1,400.  in  scholarships  for  children 
wishing  to  attend  camp  with  financial  hardships.  We  encourage 
people  to  register  early  so  they  do  not  miss  out  on  this  great 
summer  activity. 

We  thank  all  Alexandria  residents  who  participated  in  our 
programs,  supported  our  fund- raisers,  volunteered  in  our  youth 
sports  leagues,  or  worked  on  our  many  special  events.  Santa's 
Village  saw  over  1,200  people  this  year  and  we  appreciate  the 
many  Alexandria  residents  that  volunteered,  donated  money,  baked 
cookies,  let  us  borrow  their  elves  and  attended  this  special 
area  tradition.  A  special  thanks  to  R.  P.  Williams  for  their 
generous  support  of  this  event. 

As  the  BCC  ends  its  51st  year,  we  are  grateful  for  the  wonderful 
Newfound  community  in  which  we  live  and  work.

NANA's  newest  program,  NAPS  (Newfound  Area  Parent  Support) 
began  meeting  this  fall  twice  a  month  and  is  available  at  no 
charge  to  all  area  parents. 

In  1997  the  Federal  government  put  in  place  a  new  law  that 
radically  changes  how  Medicare  pays  for  home  health  services. 
Unfortunately,  this  law  will  have  dire  consequences  for  NANA  and 
our  ability  to  serve  people  in  the  Newfound  area.  Under  this 
new  system  New  Hampshire  agencies  such  as  NANA,  which  have  been 
some  of  the  lowest-cost  providers  in  the  country,  are  severely 
penalized.  The  formula  uses  payment  rates  from  1993.  It  also 
treats  all  patients  alike,  with  no  increase  in  reimbursement  for 
those  with  complex  needs. 

Despite  these  payment  changes,  NANA  wants  to  reassure  you 
that  our  goal  remains  the  same  it  has  always  been  -  to  provide 
the  support  and  teaching  as  well  as  clinical  care  that  will 
enable  patients  to  manage  at  home  while  gaining  the  ability  to 
become  independent.  While  we  will  do  all  we  can  within  our 
mission  and  our  means  to  ensure  our  ability  to  care  for 
patients,  we  know  this  new  payment  system  will  not  pay  us  enough 
to  cover  the  care  the  government  has  promised  to  provide  to  the 
elders.  This  inadequate  funding  will  undoubtedly  force  us  to 
change  the  level  of  care  we  provide.  The  hardest  hit  will  be 
the  frailest  elders.

With  Medicare  no  longer  providing  adequate  reimbursement  to 
cover  those  long-term  cases,  we'll  be  forced  to  limit  care 
unless  we  can  attract  additional  funds  from  other  sources. 

We  need  your  help  to  avoid  putting  people  at  risk.  We 
encourage  the  public  to  contact  our  U.  S.  Senators  and 
Representatives.  Let  them  know  your  concerns  about  possible 
cuts  in  home  health  services  to  the  elderly  and  urge  them  to 
provide  adequate  reimbursement  for  home  health  care  to  avoid  a 
crisis. 

NANA  is  indeed  grateful  for  the  strong  support  of  the  towns 
served.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  works  through  its 
local  programs  to  support  the  health  and  well  being  of  our  older 
citizens  and  to  assist  them  to  remain  independent  in  their  own 
homes  and  communities  for  as  long  as  possible.   Through  eight 
locations  throughout  the  County;  including  Plymouth,  Bristol, 
Canaan,  Lebanon,  Orford,  Haverhill,  Littleton  and  Lincoln,  older 
adults  and  their  families  are  able  to  obtain  services  such  as 
home  delivered  meals,  senior  dining  room  programs,  social  work 
services,  transportation,  information  and  referral,  health  and 
educational  programs,  adult  day  care,  recreation  and 
opportunities  to  be  of  service  to  the  community  through 
volunteering. 

During  1997,  27  older  residents  of  Alexandria  were  able  to  make 
use  of  one  or  more  of  GCSCC's  services,  offered  through  the 
Bristol  Area  Senior  Services.   These  individuals  enjoyed  365 
balanced  meals  in  the  company  of  friends  in  a  senior  dining 
room,  received  231  hot,  nourishing  meals  delivered  to  their 
homes  by  caring  volunteers,  were  transported  to  health  care 
providers  or  other  community  resources  on  116  occasions  by  our 
lift-equipped  buses,  and  found  opportunities  to  put  their  talent 
and  skills  to  work  for  a  better  community  through  139  hours  of 
volunteer  service.   The  cost  to  provide  these  services  for 
Alexandria  residents  in  1997  was  $3,733.56. 

Community  based  services  provided  by  GCSCC  and  its  many 
volunteers  for  older  residents  of  Alexandria  were  often 
important  to  their  efforts  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  out 
of  institutional  care  despite  chronic  health  problems  and 
increasing  physical  frailty,  saving  tax  dollars  and  contributing 
to  the  quality  of  life  of  our  older  friends  and  neighbors. 

GCSCC  very  much  appreciates  the  support  of  the  Alexandria 
community  for  services  which  enhance  the  independence  and 
dignity  of  our  older  citizens  and  assists  them  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  aging  in  place.

This 
represents  a  modest  4%  increase  over  the  allocation  which  we 
received  from  the  Town  of  Alexandria  for  1997. 

The  Alexandria  area  is  served  by  the  CAP  outreach  office  in  the 
Whole  Village  Family  Resource  Center  in  Plymouth.   Intake  staff 
person  Amy  Clark  of  Plymouth  CAP  has  salary  and  office  expenses 
paid  for  three  (3)  months  of  the  year  by  the  Fuel  Assistance 
Program  that  we  receive.  The  funds  to  keep  the  local  CAP  office 
open  the  remaining  nine  (9)  months  of  the  year  come  from  your 
town  and  neighboring  towns,  from  some  of  the  Community  Service 
Block  Grant  funds,  and  from  some  of  the  NH  Emergency  Shelter 
Grant  funds.  We  have  seen  a  decrease  in  some  of  these  funding 
sources  and  an  increase  in  demand  for  our  social  services  in 
this  area.  Therefore,  we  are  asking  for  your  continued 
financial  assistance  and  a  small  increase.

Information  and  Referral 
We  started  in  1995  to  formally  track  the  success  of  the  Plymouth 
District  Court  Juvenile  Diversion  Program  and  its  participants. 
Of  all  the  youths  who  graduated  from  the  Juvenile  Diversion 
Program  in  1995  and  1996,  only  7.5%  of  the  youths  have  offended 
again.  When  compared  to  the  higher  rate  of  recidivism  for 
juveniles  involved  in  the  court  system,  this  program  truly  has  a 
significant  impact.  The  total  cost  of  court-ordered  services 
for  356  youths  in  Grafton  County  for  this  period  was  over  $2.7 
million.  This  averages  into  over  $7,600.  for  each  youth  served. 

The  Council  also  distributed  750  comprehensive  "Guide  to 
Community  Resources"  in  1997  to  help  towns,  police,  schools  and 
other  human  service  providers  find  services  for  the  people  they 
work  with.

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PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL  CLINIC 


Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  requesting  that  area  towns 
appropriate  funds  to  the  Clinic  in  their  FY  1998-99  budgets. 
The  Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  a  nonprofit,  all-volunteer 
organization  providing  general  medical  care  to  area  residents 
who  have  limited  incomes  and  no  health  insurance.   The  Clinic 
has  been  open  one  evening  a  week  since  July  1994  and  has 
provided  care  for  almost  900  patient  visits.  We  have  seen 
patients  of  all  ages  and  for  varying  medical  complaints,  from 
minor  ailments  to  life-threatening  illness,  with  many  seeking 
treatment  for  illnesses  or  conditions  which  have  gone  unattended 
because  the  patient  could  not  afford  medical  care.  Our 
volunteer  social  workers  have  assisted  many  patients  in 
identifying  other  available  services  which  might  help  them. 

Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  has  managed  to  keep  its  operating 
expenses  low  through  the  generous  donation  of  in-kind  services 
and  space  by  Family  Planning,  Plymouth  State  College,  Speare 
Memorial  Hospital  and  area  businesses;  as  well  as  the  volunteer 
services  provided  by  area  physicians,  nurse  practitioners, 
nurses,  social  workers  and  others.  As  in  the  past,  the  Clinic 
is  seeking  funds  for  three  main  purposes,  among  others:  to 
cover  operating  expenses  such  as  insurance,  medical  and  office 
supplies,  and  licensing  fees;  to  hire  a  part-time  administrator 
to  ensure  the  Clinic's  effective  ongoing  operation;  and  to 
create  a  fund  to  allow  the  Clinic  to  pay  for  patient 
prescriptions  -  one  of  the  highest  medical  costs  many  patients 
face.  In  order  to  raise  the  necessary  funds,  Plymouth  Regional 
Clinic  will  solicit  donations  from  area  individuals  and 
businesses,  and  will  be  applying  for  grant  money.   In  addition, 
the  Clinic  is  requesting  that  area  towns  place  in  their  1998 
budgets  (for  Fiscal  Year  1999)  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.,  or 
any  portion  of  this  which  the  town  feels  is  appropriate.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  towns  will  realize  some  savings  in  the  medical 
account  of  their  welfare  budgets  due  to  the  Clinic's  services.
